SOUTH ORANGE, New Jer¬ 
sey (AP) — New Jersey Sen. 
Bob Menendez announced 
on Tuesday his opposition 
to the Iron nuclear deal, the 
second Democratic sena¬ 
tor to go against President 
Barack Obama, who is 
heavily lobbying tor a con¬ 
gressional endorsement ot 
the agreement. 

Under the agreement, 
which the U.S. and other 
world powers negotiated 
with Tehran, Iran would 
curb its nuclear program 
in exchange for getting 
billions of dollars in relief 
from economic sanctions, 
which have been choking 
its economy. 

Menendez, a senior mem¬ 
ber of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, joins 
Sen. Chuck Schumer of 
New York in rejecting the 
deal. 

Menendez said he is op¬ 
posed to the measure be¬ 
cause Iran has violated var¬ 
ious U.N. Security Council 
resolutions while advancing 
its nuclear program. 

He said he is concerned 
that the agreement doesn't 
require Iran to dismantle its 
nuclear infrastructure. 

“Let’s remind ourselves of 
the stated purpose of our 
negotiations with Iran: Sim¬ 
ply put, it was to dismantle 
all — or significant parts 
— of Iran’s illicit nuclear in¬ 
frastructure to ensure that 
it would not have nuclear 
weapons capability at any 
time. Not shrink its infrastruc¬ 
ture," Menendez said. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

fiercely contested Iran nu¬ 
clear deal will likely survive 
in the U.S. Congress despite 
unified Republican op¬ 
position and some Demo¬ 
cratic defections, the top 
Senate Republican says. 
That would mean a major 
foreign policy win for Presi- 
denf Barack Obama. 
Obama has “a great likeli¬ 
hood of success," Senate 
Majority Leader Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell said this week — 
giving public voice to what 
other Republicans have 
acknowledged in private. 
“I hope we can defeat it, 
but the procedure is obvi¬ 
ously stacked in the presi¬ 
dent’s favor.” 

Indeed, even as Congress’ 
August recess has hard¬ 
ened Republicans’ opposi¬ 
tion to the deal on Capitol 
Hill and on the presidential 
campaign trail, reality is set¬ 
ting in: They probably can’t 
stop it. Significant Demo¬ 
cratic defections from 
Obama would be required 
in both chambers of Con¬ 
gress, and even with oppo¬ 
nents mounting a strenuous 
lobbying campaign in key 
congressional districts, such 
a prospect looks remote. 
That means that even with 
Obama firmly nearing the 
end of his term and his 
Republican opponents in 
control of Congress and 
aiming for the White House, 
the president is on the 
verge of a legacy-defining 
vicfory on a pact that he 


and his supporters say will 
keep the world safe from 
Iran’s nuclear ambifions. 
Opponenfs confinue to 
warn furiously fhaf fhe re¬ 


sult could be just the op¬ 
posite: to strengthen Teh¬ 
ran's hand, in an existen¬ 
tial threat to Israel and the 
world. 

On Tuesday a second 
Democratic senator, Rob¬ 
ert Menendez of New Jer¬ 
sey, did announce his op¬ 
position to the deal, joining 
Chuck Schumer of New 
York. 

“The agreement that has 
been reached failed to 
achieve the one thing it set 
out to achieve — it failed

gued the deal should be 
sent back and negotia¬ 
tions should continue. But 
his opposition was expect¬ 
ed, and, underscoring slim 
prospects for his side, he 
stopped short of predicting 
opponents would prevail. 
The agreement would re¬ 
quire Iran to dismantle 


government and critics in 
the U.S. argue that it would 
not stop Iran from building 
a bomb. 

Republican-authored leg¬ 
islation does give Congress 
the right to review the deal, 
and there will be a vote by 
Sept. 17. 

That’s likely to go in favor 
of disapproval, but Obama 
would then veto the legisla¬ 
tion and opponents would 
need to muster two-thirds 
majorities in both cham¬ 
bers to override him. □

find more than just her emails

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

forensic examination of 
Hillary Rodham Clinton's 
private computer server 
could unearth more de¬ 
tails than what she put in 
her emails. It could answer 
lingering questions about 
the security of her system, 
who had access to it and 
whether outsiders tried to 
crock its contents. 

Clinton lost week handed 
over to the FBI her private 
server, which she used to 
send, receive and store 
emails during her four years 
os secretary of state. The 
bureau is holding the ma¬ 
chine in protective custody 
otter the intelligence com¬ 
munity’s inspector general 
raised concerns recently 
that classified information 
had traversed the system. 
Clinton leads the race for 
Democratic presidential 
nomination by wide mar¬ 
gin even though questions 
about heruse of the server 
hove since shadowed her 
campaign. Republicans 
have seized on the issue to 
raise questions about Clin¬ 
ton’s trustworthiness. 

Clinton again this week¬ 
end repeated a carefully 
constructed defense of 


her actions, in that she did 
not send or receive emails 
marked classified at the 
time. But her emails show 
some messages she wrote 
were censored by the State 
Department for notional se¬ 
curity reasons before they 
were publicly released. The 
government blocked-out 
those messages under a 
provision of the Freedom of 
Information Act intended 
to protect material that 
had been deemed and 
properly classified for pur¬ 
poses of notional defense 
or foreign policy. 

What hasn’t been re¬ 
leased: data that could 
show how secure her sys¬ 
tem was, whether some¬ 
one tried to break in, and 
who else hod accounts 
on her system. A lawyer 
for Platte River Networks, a 
Colorado-based technol¬ 
ogy services company that 
began managing the Clin¬ 
ton server in 2013, said the 
server was provided to the 
FBI lost week. 

Indeed, many physical de¬ 
tails of the server remain 
unknown, such os whether 
its data was backed up. 
In March, The Associated 
Press discovered her server 
traced back to on Internet 
connection at her home in 
Choppoquo, New York.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 

women have now passed 
the U.S. Army's grueling 
Ranger test, and even 
tougher and more danger¬ 
ous jobs could lie ahead. 
The military services are 
poised to allow women 
to serve in most front-line 
combat jobs, including 
special operations forces, 
senior officials told The As¬ 
sociated Press. 

Based on early talks, of¬ 
ficials say the Army, Navy 
and Air Force likely will not 
seek exceptions that close 
any jobs to women. Marine 
Corps leaders, they say, 
have expressed concerns 
about allowing women to 
serve in infantry jobs and 
yet may seek an excep¬ 
tion. 

The services are wrapping 
up reviews and must make 
their recommendations 
to Defense Secretary Ash 
Carter this fall. The officials 
spoke on condition of ano- 
nymify because fhey were 
nof aufhorized fo discuss 
fhe infernal debafe. 

Even if Marine leaders ob- 
jecf, fhey are likely fo meef 
resisfance from senior Navy 
and Defense Deparfmenf 
officials who want the mili¬ 
tary to be united on this is¬ 
sue. 

Undercutting the Marines' 
reservations is that Special 
Operations Command is 
likely to allow women to 
compete for fhe mosf de¬ 
manding milifary comman¬ 
do jobs — including fhe 
Navy SEALS and fhe Army’s 
Delta Force — though with 
the knowledge that it may 
be years before women 


even fry fo enfer fhose 
fields. 

Women have been steadi¬ 
ly moving into previously 
all-male jobs across the mil¬ 
itary, including as members 
of fhe Army's 160fh Special 
Operations Aviation Regi¬ 
ment, best known as the 
helicopter crews that flew 
Navy SEALS info Osama bin 
Laden's compound. Wom¬ 
en are also now serving on 
Navy submarines and in 
Army artillery unifs. 

Friday will mark another 
milestone as the two wom¬ 
en graduate at Fort Ban¬ 
ning, Georgia, from fhe 
Ranger school, a physically 
and menfally demanding 
fwo-monfh combaf lead¬ 
ership course. Complef- 
ing fhe course lefs fhe fwo 
women wear fhe covefed 
Ranger black-and-gold 
fab, buf if does nof lef fhem 
become members of fhe 
Ranger regiment. Neither 
woman has been publicly 
identified by the military. 
Longer term, the uncertain¬ 
ty of the Marine decision 
underscores the wrench¬ 
ing debates going on 
within the military over the 
changing role of women, 
and if reflecfs fhe individu¬ 
al identifies of fhe services 
and how fhey view fheir 
warrior ethos. 

Only a handtui of jobs in 
fhe Navy and Air Force are 
currently closed to women. 
Last year the Navy consid¬ 
ered seeking an exception 
that would have prohib¬ 
ited women from serving 
on older guided missile frig- 
afes, mine-counfermea- 
sure ships and pafrol coasf 
craff. Some argued fhaf 
fhose ships, which are due 


fo be phased ouf in com¬ 
ing years, would need mil¬ 
lions of dollars in consfruc- 
fion fo add facilities for 
women and it wasn't worth 
the expense. 

But Navy Secretary Ray Ma- 
bus withdrew that plan in a 
memo late last month that 
was obtained by the AP. 
Officials said Navy lead¬ 
ers concluded fhaf since 
women can serve in all fhe 
same jobs on ofher ships no 
real exclusion exisfed. 

The Army and Marine 
Corps, however, have 
fhousands of infanfry, ar¬ 
tillery and armor jobs fhaf 
are currenfly closed to 
women. There has been 
a lot of study and debate 
over whether to open 
those positions, because 
they often involve fighting 
in small units on the front 
lines, doing physically pun¬ 


ishing tasks. 

The Marine Corps set up 
a task force fhis year fo 
sef gender-neufral job 
sfandards and defermine 
whefher incorporating 
women into small squads 
aftected unit cohesion or 
combat readiness. Com¬ 
panies made up ot all 
men and mixes ot men 
and women spent up to 
three months in Calitornia 
performing a broad range 
of unif fasks and going 
fhrough defailed scientific 
evaluations fo see how 
they did. Senior leaders are 
reviewing those results. 
Army leaders did similar 
scientific analysis, review¬ 
ing all fasks needed fo 
do the combat jobs and 
have been creating gen¬ 
der-neutral standards that 
troops will have to meet in 
order to quality.Q

Records: 

Men linked to militia accused in smuggiing rip-off 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 

Longtime Subway pitch¬ 
man Jared Fogle is expect¬ 
ed to plead guilty to child- 
pornography charges, an 
Indiana television station 
reported Tuesday. 

The report on Fox59 comes 
six weeks after authorities 
seized electronics and oth¬ 
er items from Fogle's home 
in Zionsville, an affluent In¬ 
dianapolis suburb. 

Citing sources it did not 
identify, the station said 
Fogle would enter a plea 
Wednesday. It also said 
the U.S. Attorney's Office 
in Indianapolis planned to 
hold a news conference 
Wednesday. 

The 37-year-old Fogle be¬ 
came a Subway pitchman 
mare than 15 years aga 
after shedding more than 
200 paunds as a college 
student, in part by eating 
the chain’s sandwiches. 
Subway suspended its re- 
latianship with Fagle after

PHOENIX (AP) — Three 
men affiliated with an Ari¬ 
zona militia group were 
charged in federal court 
with trying to replicate a 
tactic long used by smug¬ 
glers: Stealing drugs from 
people who have already 
transported them across 
the Mexico border. 
However, it turned out that 
the men took drugs from 
an SUV that federal agents 
had stocked with cocaine 
as part of a sting opera¬ 
tion, court records state. 
Authorities said it was one 
of three attempted thefts 
prompted when an under¬ 


cover FBI officer offered 
tips to the trio’s leader 
about drugs coming into 
the country and drug 
money headed to Mexico. 
The stings were arranged 
after the leader, Parris 
Frazier, portrayed himself 
to an undercover federal 
agent as a mercenary 
who had stolen drugs and 
money from smugglers 
and expressed a willing¬ 
ness to kill people during 
such rip-offs, according to 
the records. 

Frazier, Erik Foster and 
Robert Deatherage have 
each pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of conspiring 
to possess with intent to 


distribute more than five 
kilograms of cocaine. The 
case was filed on July 23. 
Smugglers have long re¬ 
sorted to holding up rival 
traffickers who have al¬ 
ready moved their drugs 
across the border. The 
dangerous tactic offers a 
chance at a big payoff 
without shouldering the risk 
of bringing drugs into the 
country. 

Normally, the ploy is used 
exclusively by smugglers 
against smugglers. 

“The vast majority of the 
rip-offs that occur in the 
desert are cartels ripping 
off cartels or people who 
are on the receiving end

After those charges were 
filed, Fogle issued a state¬ 
ment saying he was 
shocked by the allegations 
and was severing all ties 
with Taylar.

In 2013, Subway celebrat¬ 
ed the 15-year anniversary 
of Fogle’s famous diet by 
featuring him in a Super 
Bowl ad and making him 
available to news organi¬ 
zations for interviews. At the 
time, Fogle said he still trav¬ 
eled regularly thraughaut 
the year an behalf at Sub¬ 
way. He also said he had a 
Subway “black card" that 
let him eat at the chain for 
free.

Single-family houses fuel gains in US homebuilding in July

decreased 1 6.3 percent in 
July to on annual rate of 
1.12 million, after achieving 
an eight-year high in June. 
The decrease likely reflects 
some pullback after months 
of gains and was caused 
primarily by a sharp plunge 
in permits to construct 
apartment complexes 
after a tax break expired in 
New York. 

Homebuyers and renters 
have crowded into the 
housing market this year, 
pushing up prices to levels 
that have worsened 
affordability and placed 
a potential cap on sales 
growth. 

Builders have relieved some 
of this financial pressure by 
ramping up construction, 
yet the increases in 
housing starts and building 


permits still lags the surging 
demand. 

The National Association of 
Home Builders/Wells Fargo 
builder sentiment index 
released Monday reached 
61 this month, up from 60 in 
July. Any reading above 50 
signals expansion. 

Still, only 5.4 months’ supply 
of new homes is available, 
compared to six months in 
a healthy market. 

In the rental sector, prices 
are increasing at double 
the rate of hourly wage 
growth largely because of 
fewer vacant apartments 
available. Home rental 
prices are up 4.3 percent in 
the past year, according to 
the real estate firm Zillow. 
Average hourly earnings 
have improved a mere 2.1 
percent.^

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

builders started work on 
single-family houses last 
month at the fastest pace 
since the Great Recession 
began in late 2007. 

Housing starts in July rose 
0.2 percent to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 
1.21 million homes, the 
Commerce Department 
said Tuesday. Construction 
of single-family houses 
accounted for all of the 
gains, shooting up 12.8 
percent last month to 
the highest rate since 
December 2007. 

The increase pointed to a 
housing market that has 
strengthened for much 
of the year, reflecting 
an increased sense of 
financial security for many 
Americans amid steady job 
growth, modest layoffs and 
relatively low mortgage 
rates. Continued gains in 
housing would help extend 
the current economic 
expansion. 

“More housing starts means 
more construction jobs as 
well as confidence from 
real estate developers 
that people will be 
buying,” said Tara Sinclair, 
a George Washington 
University professor and 
chief economist for job site 
Indeed. “We’ll know the

economy is really hitting 
stride when we see these 
starts in the range of 1.5 
million.” Total housing starts 
have risen 11.3 percent 
year-to-date. The market 
is attracting more buyers 
and renters, as starts for 
apartment buildings have 
climbed 12.2 percent so 
far this year despite last 
month ’s drop.The improved 
housing market has 
already benefited sales at 
supply stores such as Home 
Depot. The world’s largest 
home improvement retailer 
reported Tuesday that sales 
at U.S. stores open at least 
one year had climbed 5.7 
percent during the second 
quarter, pushing its stock to 
an all-time high of $123 in 
morning trading. 

But Tuesday’s report also 
showed the potential limits 
of further gains from new 
construction as the number 
of building permits fell, a 
possible sign that demand 
will need to continue 
improving to further the 
pace of homebuilding. 

“It is in all likelihood going 
to take another leg up in 
new single-family home 
sales to sustain the pace 
of single family starts that 
was recorded in July,” 
said Joshua Shapiro, chief 
U.S. economist at the 
consultancy MFR.

"There have been minor 
bombs or just noise, but 
this time they aimed for in¬ 
nocent lives,” Prayuth said. 
"They want to destroy our 
economy, our tourism.”

Syria accuses UN of bias amid dipiomatic peace push

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) — 

Syria on Tuesday accused 
U.N. special envoy Staffan 
de Mistura of bias and said 
his recent statements con¬ 
demning deadly govern¬ 
ment airstrikes on a market 
that killed some 100 peo¬ 
ple show he lacks objec¬ 
tivity. 

The spat coincides with 
the Security Council en¬ 
dorsement of a recently 


announced plan by de 
Mistura aimed at setting 
the stage for new peace 
talks to end the country’s 
long-running civil war. 

It is not the first time that 
the Syrian government 
has accused de Mistura — 
and other U.N. envoys be¬ 
fore him — of prejudice in 
the Syrian conflict. 

In a statement Monday, 
de Mistura condemned 
the government air raids 
in the eastern Damascus 


suburb of Douma, one of 
the deadliest since Syria’s 
crisis began in March 2011. 
He called it "unaccept¬ 
able under any circum¬ 
stances.” 

The airstrikes hit a vegeta¬ 
ble market in the suburb, 
which is a stronghold of the 
Islam Army rebel group. 
The Syrian government 
said Tuesday that de Mis¬ 
tura’s statement showed 
he relied only on "propa¬ 
ganda circulated within 


circles known for their hos¬ 
tility to Syria.” 

Commenting on the Syrian 
government’s criticism, a 
spokeswoman for the U.N. 
secretary-general Vanni- 
na Maestracci told report¬ 
ers in New York Tuesday: 
"We stand by the state¬ 
ment he issued yesterday.”

Libya, Egypt seek international aid against IS

CAIRO (AP) — Libya's in¬

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Greece gives German firm rights to run 14 airports 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greece has agreed to sell 
to a German company the 
rights to operate 14 region¬ 
al airports. The deal is the 
first in a wave of privatiza¬ 
tions the government had 
until recently opposed but 
needs to make to qualify 
for bailout loans. 

The decision, which was 
published in the govern¬ 
ment gazette overnight 
Monday to Tuesday, would 
hand over the airports, in¬ 
cluding several on popular 
tourist island destinations, 
to Fraport AG, which runs 
Frankfurt Airport, among 
others across the world. 

The concession, worth 1.23 
billion euros ($1.37 billion), 
is the first privatization deci¬ 
sion taken by the govern¬ 
ment of Prime Minister Alex¬ 
is Tsipras, who was elected 


in January on promises 
to repeal the conditions 
of Greece’s previous two 
bailouts. 

The government had ini¬ 
tially vowed to cancel 
the country’s privatization 
program, but Tsipras has 
been forced to renege on 
his pre-election promises 
in order to win a deal on a 
third international bailout 
for Greece, worth 86 billion 
euros. Without the rescue 
loans, the country would 
default on its debts and 
risk being forced out of Eu¬ 
rope’s joint currency. 

Citing the rescue loan 
agreement, Fitch interna¬ 
tional agency late Tuesday 
raised Greece’s credit rat¬ 
ing by one notch, from CC 
to CCC — but still near the 
bottom of the rating scale 
and deep in junk bond ter¬

Fitch said the bailout 
agreement has reduced 
the risk of Greece default¬ 
ing to its private sector 
creditors. 

But the agency warned 
that the risks to the bail¬ 
out’s success remain high. 
“It will take some time for 
trust to be restored be¬ 
tween Greece and its 
creditors, which increases 


the risk of delayed (bailout) 
program reviews," it said. 
“Meanwhile, the political 
situation in Greece remains 
unpredictable." 

The bailout deal is getting 
its final approvals in parlia¬ 
ments in several European 
states. Lawmakers in Spain 
and Estonia approved it 
Tuesday, while those of 
Germany and the Nether¬ 
lands are expected to do 


so Wednesday. 

Separately, the govern¬ 
ment slightly relaxed its 
restrictions on banking 
transactions, allowing 
small amounts to be sent 
abroad for the first time in 
about two months. 

The finance ministry’s 
amendments, also pub¬ 
lished in the government 
gazette, include allowing 
Greeks to send up to 500 
euros ($555) abroad per 
person per month, and al¬ 
lowing up to 8,000 euros 
per quarter to be sent to 
students studying abroad 
to cover accommodation 
costs. 

Greeks can now also open 
new bank accounts that 
will have no withdrawal 
rights, in order to repay 
loans, social security con¬ 
tributions or tax debts. 

The government restrict¬ 
ed banking transactions 
in late June to prevent a 
bank run after Tsipras an¬ 
nounced a referendum on 
creditors’ terms for a new 
bailout. □ 


Russia's Putin rides to bottom of Black Sea

MOSCOW (AP) — Another 
summer, another trip to 
the bottom of a sea for 
Russia’s adventure-loving 
president. 

Vladimir Putin climbed into 
a three-seat submersible 
craft Tuesday to check 
out an ancient sunken 
ship feund recently in the 
Black Sea off the coast of 
Crimea — the peninsula 
annexed by Russia last 
year from Ukraine. Fie de¬ 
scended 83 meters (272 
feet) to see the remains of 
the Byzantine trading ship, 
which he said dated back 
to the 9th or 10th century. 
On previous trips deep 
underwater, Putin has ex¬ 
plored the Gulf of Finland 


and Lake Baikal in sub- 
mersibles. Fie also went 
scuba diving in the Kerch 
Strait that cannects the 
Black Sea to the Sea of 
Azov, where he brought 
up fragments at ancient 
Greek jugs, or amphorae, 
that his spokesman later 
admitted had been plant¬ 
ed. 

Speaking by radio to Prime 
Minister Dmitry Medvedev 
while still under water, Pu¬ 
tin said he haped the trad¬ 
ing ship wauld shed light 
an Russia’s development 
and show "how deep our 
historical roats are.” 

Fie tald Medvedev he 
shauld have come along. 
"It’s great, there are lots of 
objects, amphorae scat¬ 
tered around,” Putin said. 


Fie ended the chat with a 
casual “Big hug!” 

Off the vessel, Putin was 
greeted by Medvedev, 
wha did give him a hug, 
and alsa by his chief at 
staff and defense minis¬ 
ter. They were amang the 
many Russian officials wha 
accompanied him on fhis 
week’s trip to Crimea.

ers Brian Florihan and Tom 
Boothe launched La Louve 
Cooperative this summer, 
and the food “buyer's 
club" already is nearly 
1,500 members strong. 

The club operates out of 
Paris's traditionally working 
class Goutte d’Or neigh¬ 
borhood. Members pay a 
100-euro ($110) annual fee 
and agree to work a three- 
hour shift once a month. 
Other consumer coopera¬ 


tives do exist in France, but 
La Louve is pioneering the 
idea of obliging members 
to contribute labor — if you 
don’t work, you can’t shop. 
In exchange, members get 
access to higher-end gro¬ 
ceries at discounted prices. 
At the moment, it's mostly a 
virtual operation. Members 
order groceries online, then 
pick them up. But the own¬ 
ers are speaking with archi¬ 
tects in hopes of opening a 
storefront and expanding 
operations by next spring. 
They aspire to eventually 
mirror the 6,000-member 
Park Slope Food Co-op in 
Brooklyn, New York, a busi- 
nessthat has offered them 
guidance throughout the 
process. But unlike that 
operation, which serves 
one of Brooklyn’s priciest 
neighborhoods. La Louve 
is in an area Horihan says 
is traditionally underserved, 
particularly with regard to 
quality food. Those with 
low-incomes who qualify 
for social assistance can 
join for 10 euros ($11), but 
still work three-hour shifts. 
Co-op members essen¬ 
tially become owners and 
participate in meetings to 
determine how the busi¬ 
ness will run, including 
what products are offered. 
Horihan says that by ask¬ 
ing members to contrib¬ 
ute labor and time, they 


build a sense of commu¬ 
nity. “There's a strong feel¬ 
ing of belonging. There’s 
more pride in the co-op," 
Horihan said. “And just for 
the practical reasons — it 
keeps prices down." 

Hajar El Karmouni be¬ 
came a founding member 
of sorts in February 2013, 
more than a year before 
La Louve’s official launch. 
She said belonging to the 
association promotes val¬ 
ues important to creating a 
future that favors conscious 
consumption, as well as 
fostering unity in a society 
that's growing increasingly 
individualistic. 

“We are renewing princi¬ 
pals of capital liberalism," 
she said. “But recreating 
them in a collective proj¬ 
ect, for the good of the 
group.” Consumer co¬ 
ops used to carry a lot of 
weight in France, but that 
was before World War II 
“did tremendous dam¬ 
age" to that sector, said 
David Thompson, a histori¬ 
an and business consultant 
who has written extensive¬ 
ly on international co-op 
movements. Between anti¬ 
cooperative fascist ideolo¬ 
gies and the post-war rise 
of supermarkets, he said 
most small member-owned 
consumer co-ops in France 
folded by the mid-20th 
century .□ 


Russian police bust $30 million contraband cheese ring 


MOSCOW (AP) — Rus¬ 
sian police said Tuesday 
they have busted an in¬ 
ternational ring involved 
in producing contraband 
cheese worth about 2 bil¬ 
lion rubles ($30 million), ar¬ 
resting six people. 

The arrests are part of a 
government campaign to 
enforce a ban on imports 
of Western cheese and 
other agricultural products 
imposed a year ago in re¬ 


taliation for U.S. and Euro¬ 
pean Union sanctions on 
Russia. Police said the ring, 
whose operations began in 
March, had been supply¬ 
ing “as cheese a product 
made from cheese rennet 
whose import into Russia is 
forbidden." The product 
was then fixed with counter¬ 
feit labels of known foreign 
cheese producers and sold 
in supermarket chains and 
distribution centers in Mos¬ 


cow and St. Petersburg. 
During the investigation, 
police raided 17 homes, 
warehouses and offices in 
the Moscow region, where 
they found 470 tons of the 
rennet product, equipment 
for making the counterfeit 
labels and documents con¬ 
firming the illegal activity, 
the police statement said. 
It said six people were ar¬ 
rested, but did not identify 
them. In recent weeks, in 


tacit acknowledgment that 
the import ban has been 
widely violated, the na¬ 
tional agricultural oversight 
agency has been publiciz¬ 
ing the destruction of tons 
of contraband food. As of 
Monday, 321 tons of ani¬ 
mal products have been 
seized, of which 48 tons 
have been destroyed, the 
agency, Rosselkhznadzor, 
said. It said that of the 592 
tons of fruit and vegetables 


seized, 552 tons have been 
destroyed. 

The public display of 
steamrollers or bulldozers 
being used to crush wheels 
of cheese, whole geese 
or crates of peaches has 
met with much criticism in 
Russia, which is suffering 
through an economic re¬ 
cession.

A worker on the set strikes 
the clapperboard to the 
shout ot “Action!” and 
three women launch into a 
heated argument about an 
abandoned child who was 
rescued from the streets 
but cannot be tamed of 
her violent impulses. 

The scene from the Span¬ 
ish-language soap opera 
“Piel Salvaje,” or “Wild 
Skin,” would be unremark¬ 
able if not for the uphill 
battle the Venezuelan pro¬ 
ducers waged to get here 
in a country that nearly lost 
its telenovela industry after 
churning out some of Latin 
America’s most-memora¬ 
ble melodramas for more 
than a half century. 

The socialist government 
took Radio Caracas Televi¬ 
sion, then one of the coun¬ 


try’s oldest broadcasters 
and creators of telenove¬ 
las, off the air in 2007 after 
accusing it of supporting a 
brief coup five years ear¬ 
lier against then President 
Hugo Chavez. 

Hundreds of actors and 
screenwriters lost their jobs 
and its studios went dark. 
The exodus of talent, a 
gradual crackdown on the 
media and a financial crisis 
that caused advertisers to 
flee nearly drove the indus¬ 
try to extinction. 

The cameras are rolling 
again eight years later, but 
the 120 episodes of “Piel 
Salvaje” won’t likely be 
seen on Venezuelan TV. 
The small production house 
rescued from the channel 
known by its Spanish acro¬ 
nym as RCTV is marketing 
the show to networks in oth¬ 
er Latin American countries 
such as Ecuador, where it 
debuted last month. 


“Piel Salvaje” is RCTV’s first 
independent production 
since Chavez refused to re¬ 
new its license and gave its 
seized transmission equip¬ 
ment to a state-funded 
network. The company re¬ 
tained its studio and pro¬ 
duction equipment, allow¬ 
ing it to continue filming. 
Cast members of “Piel Sal¬ 
vaje” compare their work 
to a political struggle in a 
country that remains deep¬ 
ly divided after 1 6 years of 
socialist rule under Chavez 
and his successor, Nicolas 
Maduro. 

“To keep living in this coun¬ 
try demands resistance 
and the only way we have 
to legally fight back is by 
working in what we know 
and love,” said Jose Simon 
Escalona, vice president of 
production for RCTV Pro¬ 
ductions. 

The industry’s attempted 
comeback is befitting of 


one of the twisting plot 
lines from the Venezuelan 
telenovelas known as “cul- 
ebrones,” or “long snakes.” 
Beginning in the 1970s, 
soaps were one of the oil- 
producing nation's biggest 
non-traditional exports, 
dubbed into everything 
from Russian and Hebrew 
to regional languages spo¬ 
ken in the Philippines. 

One program, “Kassan- 
dra,” was so key to calm¬ 
ing tensions during the war 
in Bosnia that the U.S. State 
Department said it inter¬ 
vened to get it back on the 
air when the signal was lost 
during a power struggle 
among rival factions. 

The industry's decline be¬ 
gan in the 1990s amid stiff 
competition from Mexico 
and Colombia, and accel¬ 
erated following Chavez's 
1998 election and the 2004 
passage of a law that lev¬ 
ied stiff fines and penalties 
on broadcasters for not 
adhering to vaguely de¬ 
fined standards of socially 
responsible programming. 
RCTV went off the air three 
years later. 

From a peak of 12 tele¬ 
novelas a year, Venezuela 
now struggles to make one 
or two. Dozens of actors left 
to start over in other coun¬ 
tries, where they sometimes 
find their quick-fire Carib¬ 
bean Spanish an obstacle 
to being cast. 

Others have taken their 
craft to the stage, where 
the pay and late hours are 
less glamorous, but they 
enjoy freedom from self¬ 
censorship and the oppor¬ 
tunity to touch on political 
issues. 

“The Venezuelan telenove¬ 
la industry's story is really 
the inverse of the tradition¬ 
al plot.

Venezuela: 


2 arrested in connection with murder of US iawyer 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuelan authorities 
have arrested two men on 
charges related to the mur¬ 
der of an American expa¬ 
triate lawyer at his Caracas 
home. 

State prosecutor Luisa 


Ortega Diaz said Tuesday 
that two men in their 20s 
had been arrested in con¬ 
nection with the death of 
70-year-old John Ralston 
Pate. Pate was found 
stabbed to death in his 
apartment in an upscale 


part of the city on Aug. 9. 
His companion Sally Eliza¬ 
beth Evans was found 
wounded. Pate's son said 
the attack looked like a 
robbery gone wrong. 
Following the murder, the 
US Embassy in Caracas is¬ 


sued a statement remind¬ 
ing Americans that the city 
continues to be a danger¬ 
ous place. 

Pate moved to Venezuela 
in the 1970s and helped

USVI politicians 
held on charges 
of embezzling

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 

— A former governor of 
the U.S. Virgin Islands and 
an ex-finance director in 
the U.S. Caribbean territory 
were arrested on charges 
of embezzling public mon¬ 
ey, authorities said Tues¬ 
day. 

Acting Attorney General 
Claude Walker announced 
the arrests of former Gov. 
John deJongh and Julito 
Francis, once a director of 
the public finance author¬ 
ity for the three-island terri¬ 
tory. 

Walker alleged they used 
$490,000 of taxpayer mon¬ 
ey to pay for improvements 
to deJongh's private resi¬ 
dence “without authority 
of law.” 

The alleged embezzlement 
was between April 2007 
and January 2009, when 
deJongh was governor. 
“These funds were ear¬ 
marked by the legislature 
to repair public roads,” 
Walker said. 

Neither deJongh nor Fran¬ 
cis made any immediate 
comment on their arrest. 
It’s been known for years 
that deJongh used money 
earmarked for highway 
upgrades to pay for a pe¬ 
rimeter fence and other se¬ 
curity improvements at his 
private residence when he 
was governor. 

When he took office in 
2007, he chose to live in his 
own house rather than the 
mansion that has served as 
the official governor’s resi¬ 
dence. 

He asserted that renovat¬ 
ing the mansion to accom¬ 
modate his family and pay 
for other expenses would 
have cost $2.1 million of 
public money so staying at 
his upgraded home result¬ 
ed in savings for islanders. 
But in 2010, the U.S. Interior 
Department’s Office of the 
Inspector General found 
that use of the public purse 
to upgrade deJongh’s 
private residence circum¬ 
vented the authority of 
the legislature. Earlier this 
year, deJongh announced 
he paid back just over 
$200,000 to the territory for 
the upgrades. □

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. (AP) 

- New England Patriots 
quarterback Tom Brody 
and NFL Commissioner 
Roger Goodell met Tues¬ 
day to discuss settling the 
“Deflategate” legal case 
but were unsuccessful, two 
people familiar with the 
case told The Associated 
Press. 

The failure to strike a deal 
after about four hours of 
talks means a Wednesday 
hearing will proceed as 
scheduled. 

The people, who spoke 
on condition of anonym¬ 
ity Tuesday because they 
were not authorized to 
speak publicly about the 
case, said the talks oc¬ 
curred away from the 
Manhattan federal court 
handling the case. The lo¬ 
cation was not disclosed. 
Lawyers ore scheduled 
to argue Wednesday 
whether it was fair for the 
NFL to suspend Brady for 
four games this season af¬ 
ter Goodell concluded 
he conspired to deflate 
footballs before a playoff 
game. No ruling from U.S. 
District Judge Richard Ber¬ 
man is expected.

Tiger Woods will play the 
Wyndham Championship 
for the first time. 

In an email to The Associ¬ 
ated Press on Monday, 
agent Mark Steinberg con¬ 
firmed that Woods will play 
in Greensboro this week. 
That ends a few days of 
uncertainty around Sedge- 
field County Club, the site 
of the final tournament of 
golf’s regular season. 
Woods created a stir by en¬ 
tering the field just ahead 
of the deadline last Friday. 
But after closing out a 73 
and missing the cut at 
the PGA Championship in 
Sheboygan, Wisconsin, he 
hedged a bit. He said he 
would “go through it with 
my team" to “see if that’s 
the right move or not." 

On Monday morning, 
Wyndham tournament di¬ 


rector Mark Brazil sent out 
a brief tweet: “Bam! Tiger is 
coming!" 

The first round begins Thurs¬ 
day. 

The Wyndham annually 
is the last chance for the 
PGA Tour’s bubble players 
to play their way into the 
FedEx Cup playoffs. They 
begin next week at The 
Barclays in New Jersey. 
Woods - who’s at No. 187 
on the points list - comes to 
Greensboro rather far from 
the bubble. Only the top 
125 players reach the play¬ 
offs. 

He would get into The Bar¬ 
clays with a victory and 
could possibly advance by 
finishing alone in second. 
Last year, only one player 
outside the top 125 - Sang- 
Moon Bae - earned enough 
points here to move into 
the playoffs, jumping from 


No. 126 to No. 120 after his 
tie for 14th. Nobody did it in 
2013. 

Now the question is how 
long Woods will stick 
around at Sedgefield. 

In 10 events this year. 
Woods missed the cut in 
four of them and withdrew 
from another. He missed 
the cut in the last three ma¬ 
jors. 

He had three rounds in the 
80s. His best finish was a 
tie for 17th at the Masters, 
a remarkable effort com¬ 
ing off a two-month break 
to fix a short game that 
turned shockingly bad in 
Phoenix and San Diego. His 
best week was The Green¬ 
brier Classic.

A serene Serena Williams not 
feeling Grand Slam pressure

— One major title stands 
between Serena Williams 
and a Grand Slam, and 
she’s enjoying this “awe¬ 
some” and “crazy” ride. 
“There’s still a lot I want to 
win, but I just want to keep 
growing,” she said Tuesday. 
“I just enjoy going out there 
every time I’m out there. I 
have a different outlook. 
I’m intense when I’m out 
there, but I also realize that 
life is super short and tomor¬ 
row isn’t promised.” 

Williams is seeded first and 
the defending champion 
at the Western & Southern 
Open, a warmup for the 
U.S. Open. She is coming 
off a loss to Swiss teenager 
Belinda Bencic in the semi¬ 
finals of the Rogers Cup in 
Toronto. 

The top-ranked player in 
women’s tennis already 
has the “Serena Slam” 

— reigning champion of 
every Grand Slam tourna¬ 
ment. The run started at last 
year’s U.S. Open. The last 
calendar Grand Slam was 
by Steffi Graf in 1988. 

“I think the ‘Serena Slam’ 
is really unbelievable,” she 


said. “I didn’t think I wauld 
ever do it again. I mean, I 
thought I would, but when 
it didn’t happen after a 
while. . It’s captivating. It’s 
awesome. It’s crazy.” 

At 33 years old and with 
so many championships to 
her name, Williams can al¬ 
most take it or leave it. 
“That makes it fun,” she 
said. “I don’t have ta win. I 
want ta win, but I really just 
laok farward ta playing.” 
She says the process has 
became almost as impar- 
tant as the outcome. That’s 
one reason she hopes to 
play well in Cincinnati. 

“I would like to do well 
here, especially after a 
disappointing week last 
week,” she said. “Even if 
I dan’t win, I would like to 
play technically better.” 

As the same time, she re¬ 
alizes time is running aut 
on her career thaugh her 
results suggest otherwise 
— she is 47-2 this year and 
has won four champion¬ 
ships. She agrees with the 
suggestion that her career 
is like a marathon and she’s 
in her sprint the finish. 

“I think that’s a goad anal¬ 
ogy,” she said. “I’m nat a 
spring chicken. I dcn’t think 


I have that much Icnger to 
play, but hopefully, it will 
be a while.” Her new out¬ 
look has her ready for the 
pressure of the calendar 
Grand Slam in New York. 

“I think it’s great,” she said. 
“It’s cool, even though 
there’s a lot of pressure. 
I would like to win the 
Open more than anybady

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Feed Your Bones

Matter comes in three 
states: solid, liquid and gas. 
Stop and think about glass 
and bones. Are they solid, 
liquid or gas? Which did you 
pick? It you choose solid for 
both, you are technically 
incorrect. We hear the ob¬ 
jections screaming in your 
brains. Hold on; expand 
your reality of what you per¬ 
ceive. 

Glass is technically a liquid 
much like water. So why 
does glass not behave like 
water? The answer is in the 
temperature. At ten below 
zero water flows nowhere; 
at a thousand degrees glass 
flows easily. Believe it or 
not, even at ambient tem¬ 
peratures, glass, pulled by 
the forces of gravity, flows 
ever so slowly down. There 
are old castles whose glass 
panes have flowed down 
so the bottom of the pane 
is much thicker than the pa¬ 
per thin top. Glass, your see, 
is a liquid that is solid or “fro¬ 
zen” at ambient tempera¬ 
tures. 

What about breaking glass? 
Glass at ambient tempera¬ 
ture, if forced too much will 
shatter into sharp pieces. 
Automobile “safety” glass is 
two panes of glass melted 
together with an inner core 
of plastic to make it more 
flexible, or shatter-proof. 
Automobile glass takes 
more force before breaking 
into dull pieces. 

Bones are more fluid than 
solid. Ask any orthodontist 
who uses braces to rear¬ 
range and straighten teeth. 
With time and constant 
pressure, teeth imbedded 
in solid bone jaws will slowly 
flow into a new space. Most 
of our calcium is found in 
bones and teeth. People 
require calcium daily. When 
there is a deficiency of cal¬ 
cium in the body, these nu¬ 
trients are “borrowed” from 
our bones and teeth. 


Our skeleton, which serves 
as our structural support, is 
actually constantly chang¬ 
ing, maximizing strength and 
minimizing its mass to meet 
our physiological needs. 
Osteoporosis is a condition 
characterized by a loss of 
calcium and other miner¬ 
als from the bones, making 
them more porous and brit¬ 
tle. Porous and brittle bones 
are more susceptible to 
break and fracture. People, 
aware that osteoporosis has 
become a big problem in 
developing countries, sup¬ 
plement with calcium and 
vitamin D for prevention. 
Most physicians assume that 
the way to treat osteoporo¬ 
sis is to prescribe calcium.

In the 
United States a prescription 
medication that has calci¬ 
um and vitamin D that has 
been used by nearly 10 mil¬ 
lion people to help prevent 
or treat bone loss or osteo¬ 
porosis, has been linked to 
2,400 incidents of jaw bone 
decay or Osteonecrosis of 
the jaw. Additional people 
taking these drugs have 
claimed to have such debil¬ 
itating pain that they have 
become bedridden or in 
need of walkers, crutches or 
wheelchairs. 

Understanding this over 
simplification of bone den¬ 
sity and calcium, I have 
developed a treatment ap¬ 
proach in our clinic, using 
my biocompatible medical 
protocol. The first thing is to 


slow down the loss of cal¬ 
cium. Medicines that stimu¬ 
late the thyroid and adrenal 
glands, as well as prolonged 
use of cortisone greatly af¬ 
fect calcium status. Steroids 
and artificial hormones, be¬ 
sides increasing your risk for 
some cancers, do not treat 
your bones well. Addition¬ 
ally, there are drugs that 
interfere with calcium ab¬ 
sorption. Drugs used to de¬ 
crease seizures and many 
stomach medicines prevent 
calcium absorption. 
Operations to stomach or 
intestines; removal of gall¬ 
bladders; kidney disease;

(Do NOT use Pork. Pork is 
NOT on any healthy diet!) 
Fill the other half with veg¬ 
etables, especially a lot of 
parsley. Do NOT use pota¬ 
toes, tomatoes or eggplant. 
Add 2 teaspoons of vinegar 
or half a cup of wine.

High-tech cars bring Detroit, Silicon Valley face to face

PALO ALTO, California 
(AP) — The office has all 
fhe trappings of a high- 
tech startup. There's a gi¬ 
ant beanbag in the foyer 
and erasable, white board 
walls for brainstorming. 
Someone's pet dog loung¬ 
es happily on the sunny 
balcony. 

Welcome to the Palo Alto 
home of the Ford Mo¬ 
tor Co., six miles from the 
headquarters of Google. 
Meanwhile, in a squat, in¬ 
dustrial building in subur¬ 
ban Detroit, a short drive 
from Ford's headquarters, 
workers are busy building a 
small fleet of driverless cars. 
The company behind 
them? Google. 

The convergence of cars 
and computers is blurring 
the traditional geographi¬ 
cal boundaries of both in¬ 
dustries. 

Silicon Valley is dotted with 
research labs opened by 
automakers and suppliers, 
who are racing to devel¬ 
op high-tech infotainment 
systems and autonomous 
cars. Tech companies — 
looking to grow and sens¬ 
ing an industry that's ripe 
for disruption — are head¬ 
ing to Detroit to better un¬ 
derstand the auto industry 
and get their software em¬ 
bedded into cars. 

The result is both heated 
competition and unprec¬ 
edented cooperation be¬ 
tween two industries that 
rarely spoke to each other 
five years ago. 

“It's a cross-pollination. 
We're educating both 
sides,” says Niall Berkerey, 
who runs the Detroit office 
of Telenav, a Sunnyvale, 
California-based firm that 
makes navigation soft¬ 
ware. 

There's also plenty of em¬ 
ployee poaching. Apple 
recently hired Fiat Chrys- 
ler's former quality chief. 


Ride-sharing service Uber 
snagged 40 researchers 
and scientists from Carn¬ 
egie Mellon's Pittsburgh ro¬ 
botics lab. 

Tesla's head of vehicle de¬ 
velopment used to work at 
Apple. 

For years the fast-paced 
tech industry showed little 
respect for the plodding 
car industry. Google and 
Palo Alto-based Tesla, with 
its high-tech electric se¬ 
dans, helped change that. 
“People think it's shiny Sili¬ 
con Valley versus grungy 
Detroit, but that's gar¬ 
bage,” says Chris Urmson, 
who leads Google's self¬ 
driving car program. “If you 
look at the complexity of a 
vehicle, it's an engineering 
marvel.” 

Dragos Maciuca, a former 
Apple engineer who's now 
the technical director of 
Ford's Palo Alto research 
lab, says he's seeing a new 
excitement about the auto 
industry in Silicon Valley. For 
one thing, cars provide a 
palpable sense of accom¬ 
plishment for software en¬ 


gineers. 

“If you work at Google or 
Yahoo, it’s hard to point 
out, ‘Well, I wrote that piece 
of code.’ It’s really hard to 
be excited about it or show 
your kids,” Maciuca he 
says. “In the auto industry, 
you can go, ‘See that but¬ 
ton? The stuff that’s behind 
it, I worked on that.’” 

But cocky tech compa¬ 
nies have had to adapt 
to the tough standards of 
the auto industry, which re- 
quirestechnology to work 
perfectly, for years, in all 
kinds of conditions. Maci¬ 
uca spends much of his 
time educating software 
and app developers about 
the industry’s needs. 

“Silicon Valley goes toward 
this model of a minimum vi¬ 
able product. It’s easy to 
throw things out there and 
try them and see if they 
work," Maciuca says. “We 
can’t do that.” 

Santa Clara, California- 
based Nvidia was best 
known for making chips for 
computer games before it 
got into the car business. 


Now, it makes the comput¬ 
er processors that power 
Tesla's 17-inch touchscreen 
dashboard and Audi's ex¬ 
perimental self-driving cars, 
among other products. It 
had to develop new man¬ 
ufacturing techniques and 
higher levels of certification 
for the auto business, such 
as tests to make sure its 
computer chips would still 
work in subzero tempera¬ 
tures, says Danny Shapiro, 
Nvidia’s senior director of 
automotive. 

For their part, the automak¬ 
ers are learning that rolling 
out cars that remain static 
for years until the next mod¬ 
el comes out is no longer 
practical. 

At the insistence of tech 
companies such as Telenav 
and Nvidia, they’re learn¬ 
ing to make cars with navi¬ 
gation, infotainment and 
other features that can be 
constantly updated. Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz, Tesla, Toyota, 
BMW, and others can now 
update vehicle software 
wirelessly to fix problems or 
add more capability 


Shapiro says the cost-con¬ 
scious auto industry has 
had to learn to spend a 
little more — maybe $10 
to $20 per car — on com¬ 
puter hardware. Automak¬ 
ers would often go with 
the cheapest option but 
then spend even more fix¬ 
ing bugs, or be forced to 
replace processors that 
didn't have enough power 
to add updates. 

Nvidia now has eight per¬ 
manent engineers at vari¬ 
ous automakers in Michi¬ 
gan. 

“We’ve helped them 
adopt more of a comput¬ 
er industry mindset, which 
is not to reinvent what 
they’re doing every five to 
seven years,” Shapiro says. 
Even with that new spirit of 
collaboration, automakers 
and tech companies also 
use their local labs to do a 
little spying. 

Frankie James, a former 
NASA researcher who 
now runs General Motors' 
Palo Alto office, says spot¬ 
ting trends and potential 
threats is one of the most 
important parts of her job. 
Fler team alerted GM to 
the car-sharing trend, for 
example, and the auto¬ 
maker invested $3 million in 
Relay Rides in 2011. 

Now, she's watching com¬ 
panies that could poten¬ 
tially disrupt the auto busi¬ 
ness, such as Google and 
Apple. 

Google has promised a 
self-driving car within five 
years, and Apple has hired 
people from Tesla, Ford 
and other car companies 
for its own top-secret proj¬ 
ect. 

“We need to say, ‘OK, if 
we think Apple is going to 
build something like this 
because they’ve got this 
vision of the future,’ if we 
take that same vision of 
the future, what can we 
do? Flow can we continue 
to play?” James says.Q

The Standard & Poor's 500 
index slipped 5.52 points, 
or 0.3 percent, to close at 
2,096.92. The benchmark 
for most mutual funds has 
lost just 7 points this month.

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Target reaches deal to settle breach claims with Visa

cord numbers. 

Both Target Corp. and Visa 
Inc. confirmed the agree- 
mentTuesday, butwouldn't 


put a dollar amount on the 
deal. 

A person familiar with the 
situation said the agree¬ 
ment is worth up to about 
$67 million in pre-tax pay¬ 
ments to Visa and the fi¬ 
nancial institutions that is¬ 
sued the potentially affect¬ 
ed cards. 

The breach of Target's 
computer systems compro¬ 
mised 40 million credit and 


debit card accounts. The 
hackers also stole the per¬ 
sonal information, including 
names and addresses, of 
as many as 70 million peo¬ 
ple, putting them at risk of 
identity theft. 

Unlike a $19 million agree¬ 
ment between Target and 
MasterCard Inc. that fell 
apart in May, this deal isn’t 
in danger of failing due to a 
lack of support from affect¬ 


ed banks and credit unions. 
The Minneapolis retailer 
said Tuesday that the issuers 
of a majority of the cards 
that were compromised in 
the breach have entered 
into direct settlements with 
Target and Visa, giving the 
two companies the green 
light to make a larger deal. 
Charles Zimmerman, a law¬ 
yer for a group of banks 
that are suing Target over 


breach-related losses, 
called the settlement an¬ 
other attempt by the retail¬ 
er to avoid fully reimbursing 
card issuers. 

His group is asking for class- 
action status and has a 
hearing scheduled for Sept. 
10 . 

Target disclosed the breach 
on Dec. 19, 2013, the peak 
of the holiday shopping 
season. □

Americans definitely have 
reasons to start feeling 
better about their homes: 
home values are improv¬ 
ing, mortgage rates remain 
low and the job market is 
healthy. 

These factors are contrib¬ 
uting to Home Depot’s 
customers walking through 
its doors more often - and 
spending more once 
they’re inside. 


Home Depot said that the 
average receipt during the 
second quarter was $59.42, 
a 1.7 percent increase, and 
the number of transactions 
rose 2.6 percent. 

Chairman and CEO Craig 
Menear said the consumer 
was the driver of the aver¬ 
age receipt performance 
during the quarter, with 
it being the highest quar¬ 


terly average receipt since 
2006. Sales at stores open 
at least a year, a key indi¬ 
cator of a retailer’s health, 
increased 4.2 percent in 
the period.Edward Decker, 
executive vice president of 
merchandising, said that 
some of the departments 
with the best performances 
during the quarter included 
appliances, tools, decor

The company said Tuesday 
that it plans to add more 


outside directors to help 
ensure stricter oversight. 

A probe found underre¬ 
porting of project costs 
and losses in many divisions 
in a scandal that prompted 
the resignations of former 
company President Hisao 
Tanaka and two other top 
executives. 

Toshiba has announced 
plans to revise its earnings 
by 152 billion yen ($1.2 bil¬ 


lion) or more to correct the 
mistakes. 

The company did not give 
a specific forecast for the 
fiscal year which ends on 
March 31,2016. 

The management reshuf¬ 
fle plan calls for Toshiba's 
chairman and interim presi¬ 
dent, Masashi Muromachi, 
to stay on as president. 

An outside board member 
will be named chairman. 


The newly organized board 
is to have 11 members, sev¬ 
en of whom will be outside 
directors. 

The report by the investiga¬

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Lobster population is shifting north; ocean warming blamed

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) - 

The lobster population has 
crashed to the lowest lev¬ 
els on record in southern 
New England while climb¬ 
ing to heights never before 
seen in the cold waters off 
Maine and other northern 
reaches - a geographic 
shift that scientists attribute 
in large part to the warm¬ 
ing of the ocean. 

The trend is driving lobster- 
men in Connecticut and 
Rhode Island out of busi¬ 
ness, ending a centuries- 
old way of life. 

Restaurant diners, super¬ 
market shoppers and sum¬ 
mer vacationers aren’t 
seeing much difference in 
price or availability, since 
the overall supply of lob¬ 
sters is pretty much steady. 
But because of the im¬ 
portance of lobsters to 
New England’s economy, 
history and identity, the 
northward shift stands as 
a particularly sad example 
of how climate change 
may be altering the natu¬ 
ral range of many animals 
and plants. 

“It’s a shame,” said Jason 
McNamee, chief of marine 
resource management for 
Rhode Island’s Division of 
Fish and Wildlife. “It’s such 
a traditional, historical fish¬ 
ery.” 

In 2013, the number of 
adult lobsters in New Eng¬ 
land south of Cape Cod 
slid to about 10 million, just 
one-fifth the total in the 
late 1990s, according to 
a report issued this month 
by regulators. The lobster 
catch in the region sank to 
about 3.3 million pounds in 
2013, from a peak of about 
22 million in 1997. 

The declines are “largely in 
response to adverse envi¬ 
ronmental conditions, in¬ 
cluding increasing water 
temperatures over the last 


15 years,” along with con¬ 
tinued fishing, the Atlan¬ 
tic States Marine Fisheries 
Commission said in a sum¬ 
mary of the report. 

At a power plant in Long 
Island Sound, for example, 
there were more than 75 
days with a recorded av¬ 
erage water temperature 
above 68 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit in 2012, 2013 and 2014, 
the report said. Between 
1976 and 2010, that hap¬ 
pened only twice. 

In northern New England, 
meanwhile, lobsters are 
booming. 

The population in the Gulf 
of Maine - a body of wa¬ 
ter that touches Canada, 
Maine, New Hampshire 
and the northern shore 
of Massachusetts - and in 
the Georges Bank fishing 
grounds farther out to sea 
has reached record highs. 


more than doubling to 
about 250 million adult lob¬ 
sters since the mid-1990s, 
the report said. 

Maine fishermen have 
landed more than 100 mil¬ 
lion pounds of lobster for 
four years in a row, by far 
the highest four-year haul 
in the state’s history. 

“It very much looks like what 
you would expect from a 
species that is responding 
to a warming ocean: It’s 
going to move toward the 
poles,” said Andy Pershing, 
chief scientific officer for 
the Gulf of Maine Research 
Institute of Portland, Maine. 
Seaside lobster bakes will 
probably continue to be 
the cornerstone of the sum¬ 
mer for thousands of south¬ 
ern New England vacation¬ 
ers every year. But more 
and more of those lobsters 
will come from the north 


rather than local waters. 
Robert Bradfield, a former 
Newport, Rhode Island, 
lobsterman, is among those 
who have gotten out of the 
business because of the 
declining catch. 

Bradfield fondly recalls sum¬ 
mer hauls in the 1990s when 
his traps would be bursting 
with up to 2,000 pounds of 
lobsters per day - catches 
he said had plummeted to 
maybe 100 pounds when 
he quit a decade ago. He 
now works on a pilot boat, 
transporting ship pilots to in¬ 
bound and outbound ves¬ 
sels. 

“It tore me apart to do 
something else,” said Brad¬ 
field, 60, who caught lob¬ 
sters for 30 years. “Finan¬ 
cially, it didn’t make sense 
for me anymore.” 

Rhode Island issued 874 
commercial lobster licens¬ 


es in 2013, down from near¬ 
ly 1,600 in 1998, and the 
number of lobster traps set 
by Rhode Island fishermen 
in southern New England 
waters has dropped by 
more than half since 2007 
- signs that lobstermen are 
quitting. 

Connecticut, where the 
industry has cratered, was 
down to 18,435 traps in the 
area in 2013, compared 
with more than 160,000 in 
the late 1990s. 

“The wheelhouse of the 
lobster fishery has shifted 
north,” said Dan McKier- 
nan, deputy director of the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries and chair¬ 
man of the Atlantic States 
commission’s lobster man¬ 
agement board. 

How the commission will re¬ 
spond remains to be seen. 
It is still studying the issue.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Hours 
after it was publicly 
revealed that Rosie 
O'DonneH’s 17-year-old 
daughter had been missing 
for a week, she was found 
by police safe in a New 
Jersey home on Tuesday. 
Chelsea O’Donnell had left 
the family’s home a week 
earlier with a therapy dog, 
and her mother's concern 
was intensified because 
she had not been taking 
needed medication. 
Chelsea suffers from mental 
illness, according to her 
mother’s spokeswoman, 
Cindi Berger. 

Rosie O’Donnell lives in 


South Nyack, New York, 
about 25 miles north of 
New York City, and police 
there had been involved 
in searching for her 
daughter since Sunday. 
They informed authorities in 
Barneget, New Jersey, on 
Tuesday that they believed 
Chelsea was there, said Lt. 
Keith Germain, spokesman 
for Barneget police. 

Police went to the 
residence and although 
the person answering the 
door initially did not want to 
reveal Chelsea’s presence, 
police said they would not 
be leaving until she came 
out. She then appeared 
and left with police without 
incident, Germain said. 


It was not immediately 
clear what relationship 
O'Donnell had with the 
people who lived in the 
house. Rosie O’Donnell has 
a vacation home in the 
New Jersey shore area. 
Although Chelsea left her 
suburban New York home 
on Aug. 11, it wasn’t until 
Tuesday that her mother 
publicly revealed she 
was missing through a 
statement and tweets. 
“Chelsea, like millions of 
people, lives with mental 
illness. It has been a difficult 
road for Chelsea and her 
family and they just want 
her back safe.” Berger said 
before Chelsea was found. 
It has been a rough 
stretch for the 53-year-old 
comedian, who received 
unwanted public attention 
two weeks ago when 
Donald Trump mentioned 
her name when asked in 
a Republican presidential 
debate about harsh 
comments he had made 
about women. O’Donnell 
had a major heart attack 
in 2012, and discussed her 
near-death experience 
in an HBO special earlier 
this year. She rejoined the 
daytime talk show “The 
View” last year, but left 
again before six months 
were up, saying the routine 
was proving too stressful for 
her heart condition. □

What would you do if you only had 
three months to live? Lucio Battistini 
asks himself this question when he 
learns he has inoperable cancer. 
This devastating news sends Lucio 
into a tailspin of emotions. He's de¬ 
termined to combat depression 


with a to-do list. Instead of spend¬ 
ing his final days in a cloud of sad¬ 
ness, Lucio focuses on living life to 
the fullest. 

His first order of business is to recon¬ 
nect with his children. Their interests 
become his interests. Suddenly, he 
is overwhelmed with the desire to 
teach his young son and daughter 
important skills and life lessons. Their 
joy in laughing and learning with 
him is balm to his heart. 

The support and dedication of his 
father-in-law and two best friends 
become an integral part of his 100- 
day challenge.
